Sen ate leaders said the tax cu t 
p ro p o sal wo u ld be called u p so o n fo r 
flo o r debate an d p redicted that it 
wo u ld p ass their bran ch. Whether the 
Ho u se will go alo n g is u n clear. 
The Presiden t’s v iews w ere tra n s ­ 
mitted to the Cap ito l in a sp ecial 
rep o rt o f his Co u n cil o f Eco n o mic 
Adv isers which said a recessio n is 
mu ch less likely n o w. 
It estim ated the in flatio n rate wo u ld 
dro p to abo u t 7 p er cen t by the last 
q u arter o f 1974. The rate was 12.1 p er 
cen t in the first three mo n ths o f this 
y ear, the highest sin ce 1951 du rin g the 
Ko rean War. 
Ho wev er, Sen . William Pro x mire, D- 
Wis., v ice chairm an o f the Sen ate- 
Ho u se Eco n o mic Co mmittee, to ld a 
n ewsman “there is n o an ti-in flatio n 
p ro gram at all in this rep o rt. 
“In his cu rren t bu dget, the Presiden t 
reco mmen ded o n e o f the

Bill To Spend Lottery Proceeds Passed By House 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The Ohio 
House has passed and sent to the 
Senate a $43.5 million supplemental 
appropriations bill designed to spend 
the first proceeds from the new state 
lottery. 
About two dozen Republicans joined 
majority Democrats in approving the 
measure 75-20 Tuesday, although some 
GOP lawmakers hurled charges of 
pork barreling designed to win re­ 
election votes for Gov. John J. 
Gilligan. 
Action on the spending measure and 
House approval of a bill taking 
u n em p lo y m en t co m p en sa tio n 
coverage away from non-teaching 
school employes during summer 
months highlighted the start of a busy 
week. 
The House turns its attention today to 
a major bill spelling out rights and 
responsibilities of tenants and land­ 
lords. 
Across 
the 
Statehouse, 
senators are slated to vote on bills tak­ 
ing away the state’s immunity from 
lawsuits and making kidnaping 
punishable by the death penalty. 
Minority Leader Charles F. Kurfess, 
R-83 Perrysburg, led the fight against 
Gilligan’s 
supplemental 
ap­ 
propriations bill, calling it “ a 
Christmas tree, with something on it 
for almost everyone.” 
He pointed out that the two biggest 
items in the measure, for Vietnam 
bonus bond retirement and vocational 
education construction, received their 
appropriating authority in earlier 
legislation. 
“The rest of it is little goodies stuck 


here and there,” he said. 
Republicans offered three un­ 
successful amendments, including one 
that would have hiked state aid to 
education in the upcoming fiscal year 
by $22 per pupil, for a total of $52 mil­ 
lion. The amendment by Rep. Fred N. 
Young, R-38 Dayton, was tabled 53-42 
along party lines. 
Young and others contended the 
money to hike education spending 
exists in the state treasury in the form 
of a $61 million surplus, a claim denied 
by the administration. 
House Finance Chairman Myrl H. 
Shoemaker, D-88 Bonnieville, who 
called Young’s amendment “irre­ 
sponsible,” reiterated administration 
statements that revenues for the 
current biennium are running almost 
exactly as anticipated when the state’s 
regular two-year fiscal budget was 
approved in June of last year. 
The bill now goes to the Senate where 
Republicans who control that chamber 
are considering a $63 million supple­ 
mental appropriations bill of their 
own. Chairman Max Dennis, R-10 
Wilmington, the sponsor, agrees with 
Young’s estimate of surplus funds. 
Dennis is chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee which is expected 
to consider the administration’s bill 
and the GOP proposal at the same 
time. 
The main difference between them is 
about $35 million Dennis would add for 
tax relief — repeal of the personal in­ 
tangibles property tax and increasing 
the personal exemption under the 
income tax from $500 to $600 a year.

The Protestant extrem ist Ulster 
Workers’ Council called off today a 15- 
day general strike which paralyzed 
Northern Ireland’s economy and 
brought down the British province’s 
moderate government.

The announcement came as Prime

In the 
front line corridor, troops would be 
Democrats 
Move Ahead 
On Tax Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Senate 
Democrats are moving ahead with 
plans for a $6.6 billion personal income 
tax cut in the face of new warnings 
from President Nixon that the action 
could fuel more inflation. 
Senate leaders said the tax cut 
proposal would be called up soon for 
floor debate and predicted that it 
would pass their branch. Whether the 
House will go along is unclear. 
The President’s views were trans­ 
mitted to the Capitol in a special 
report of his Council of Economic 
Advisers which said a recession is 
much less likely now. 
It estimated the inflation rate would 
drop to about 7 per cent by the last 
quarter of 1974. The rate was 12.1 per 
cent in the first three months of this 
year, the highest since 1951 during the 
Korean War. 
However, Sen. William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., vice chairman of the Senate- 
House Economic Committee, told a 
newsman “there is no anti-inflation 
program at all in this report. 
“In his current budget, the President 
recommended one of the biggest 
spending increases in history, yet his 
report talks about fiscal restraint,” he 
said. 
Proxmire cited as “ positively 
harmful” the proposal in the report to 
deregulate natural gas, asserting this 
would mean further sharp increases in 
utility bills to consumers. 
Nixon said in the report “we must 
avoid the temptation of tax reduction 
without expenditure reduction,” but 
did not recommend any specific 
government spending cuts.

Doesn't W ant Your Money 


DYCUSBURG, Ky. (AP) - Dear 
Uncle Sam: 
You can bet your bottom dollar in the 
revenue sharing barrel that there’s a 
Dycusburg. We even have a zip code, 
our own post office, a grocery, a 
restaurant and two churches! 
Ifs just that we don’t want the $652 
you think you owe us. In fact, we don’t 
want any state revenue sharing 
money, either. 
It isn’t that we’re so rich that we 
couldn’t use a few extra bucks. We’re 
just smart enough to know it would 
cost us in the long run. 
Respectfully, 
The 89 residents of Dycusburg. 
This letter was never really written, 
but it sums up the feeling in this tiny 
rural community on the Cumberland 
River in far western Kentucky. 
The federal government, seeking to 
find out why 242 towns like Dycusburg, 
zip code 42037, have not qualified for 
their 1974 revenue sharing funds, has 
sent six letters here to get information 
about how the town’s $652 share would 
be spent. All were returned unopened, 
as unclaimed letters. 
Postmistress Rhea Stinnett said, “I 


asked around, did all I could, but 
nobody would claim them so I sent 
them back.” 
The first of the letters was addressed 
to the town clerk, Mrs. Stinnett said, 
and Dycusburg doesn’t have one. In 
fact, it doesn’t have a mayor, a town 
council or any other kind of official 
anymore. 
Dycusburg did form a town board last 
summer just to deal with revenue 
sharing, but after examining all the 
angles, it let the board automatically 
dissolve last fall. 
“They understood that state revenue 
sharing money had to be used for 
street repair,” John Howard said. 
“The state already takes care of our 
streets and if we took their money, 
they might stop. We wouldn’t have 
enough to do it ourselves. We’d lose 
more than we’d gain.” 
Howard said the town understood that 
if it accepted federal revenue sharing 
funds it would have “to levy taxes — 
and we don’t. If we accepted the mon­ 
ey and somebody caught up on it later, 
they’d just ask for it back. 
“With no taxes, where would we get 
it?”

Youth Commission will focus its at­ 
tention in the future on child care “for 
those youth committed to the super­ 
vision of the state,” the agency’s new 
director says.

chitecturally as far as satisfying the 
state building code,” according to 
Horstman. 
However, he suggested a new 
heating plant, closure and better 
utilization of the light court, a 
wheelchair entrance, and a more 
compact means of storing documents 
regardless of continuation of plans for 
expansion. 
Two of the plans include taking over 
of parking space on the Franklin St. 
side of the building, space between the 
courthouse and the Pickaway County 
Sheriff’s Department. 
Alternative I would add about 10,539 
square feet of gross floor area in a 
three-story addition. Alternative II, 
which would further limit the parking 
area, would add 13,194 square feet of 
gross floor area in a three-story ad­ 
dition. 
The third alternative would be a two- 
story addition that would add 15,920 
square feet. 
The need for additional space is most 
evident in the area of the probate and 
juvenile court, where expansion 
estimates would increase its present 
size 450 per cent. 
Commissioners still have not ruled 
out the possibility of a city-county 
complex on the property, as a means of 
acquiring more space for efficient 
operations. 
However, the proposals presented 
Wednesday were strictly for expansion 
of the county building for county 
agencies.

NEW YORK (AP) — While the United 
States turned in a net trade surplus of 
nearly $93 million in April, it is far too 
early to say that deficits are behind us. 
Not with oil prices as they are. 
No matter how encouraging the 
country ’s ex ports look, some trade 
analy sts look for a net imbalance for 
the entire y ear. Blame it not on ex port 
weakness, they say , but on import 
prices, especially for oil. 
The Morgan Guaranty , which closely 
follows the situation, foresees a 1974 
trade deficit of as much as $5.5 billion, 
the unhappy consequence of an in­ 
crease of $16 billion or more in the cost 
of oil imports. 
Aside 
from 
the 
problem —and 
realistically , of course, it cannot be put 
aside—the U.S. trade position has 
improv ed in sev eral categories during 
the past y ear, remarkably so in some 
respects. 
Many a food buy er won’t v iew the 
situation with the same joy as might a 
gov ernment bureaucrat, but a good 
part of the improv ement is due to a 
huge leap in the v alue of agricultural 
ex ports from this, the most highly 
industrialized nation in the world. 
In 1972 the United States sent abroad 
$3 billion more agricultural goods than 
it imported. In 1973 the comparable 
figure was $9.4 billion, and in the first 
quarter of 1974 the agricultural surplus 
rose to an annual rate of $13 billion. 
While that first-quarter could v ery 
well fall off to a full-y ear rate roughly 
the same as last y ear’s, it does indicate 
the preeminence of the United States 
as the world’s breadbasket, ev en if 
some of the increase is due to inflation. 
Almost ev ery other nation on earth 
has a greater proportion of its citizens 
engaged in agriculture, but none can 
ev en approach the United States in 
productiv e capacity and efficiency . 
Fortunately for the trade balance, 
but less happily for the American 
consumer, food prices are increasingly 
determined by a world rather than 
domestic market. If world demand 
pushes up prices, Americans must pay 
too. 
Another encouraging segment of the 


trade figures is finished manufactures, 
especially of heav y , capital items. In 
1972, finished manufactures showed a 
net trade deficit of $1 billion. In 1973, a 
$1 billion surplus showed up. 
Since the third quarter of 1973 the 
surplus in this area has been growing, 
and during the first three months of 
this y ear was at an annual rate of $6.1 
billion. 
Aided by a dollar dev aluation that 
Morgan Guaranty puts at 19 per cent in 
about four y ears, U.S. trade strength 
actually has improv ed ex cept for that 
big but — oil. 
All by itself oil is tipping the balance of 
trade, and not nearly so much because 
of its v olume as its price. Last month, 
said Commerce Secretary Frederick 
Dent, imported oil av eraged $9.8 4 a 
barrel, v ersus $2.78 a y ear ago.

States turned in a net trade surplus of 
nearly $93 million in April, it is far too 
early to say that deficits are behind us. 
Not with oil prices as they are. 
No matter how encouraging the 
country’s exports look, some trade 
analysts look for a net imbalance for 
the entire year. Blame it not on export 
weakness, they say, but on import 
prices, especially for oil. 
The Morgan Guaranty, which closely 
follows the situation, foresees a 1974 
trade deficit of as much as $5.5 billion, 
the unhappy consequence of an in­ 
crease of $16 billion or more in the cost 
of oil imports. 
Aside from the problem—and 
realistically, of course, it cannot be put 
aside—the U.S. trade position has 
unproved in several categories during 
the past year, remarkably so in some 
respects. 
Many a food buyer won’t view the 
situation with the same joy as might a 
government bureaucrat, but a good 
part of the improvement is due to a 
huge leap in the value of agricultural 
exports from this, the most highly 
industrialized nation in the world. 
In 1972 the United States sent abroad 
$3 billion more agricultural goods than 
it imported. In 1973 the comparable 
figure was $9.4 billion, and in the first 
quarter of 1974 the agricultural surplus 
rose to an annual rate of $13 billion. 
While that first-quarter could very 
well fall off to a full-year rate roughly 
the same as last year’s, it does indicate 
the preeminence of the United States 
as the world’s breadbasket, even if 
some of the increase is due to inflation. 
Almost every other nation on earth 
has a greater proportion of its citizens 
engaged in agriculture, but none can 
even approach the United States in 
productive capacity and efficiency. 
Fortunately for the trade balance, 
but less happily for the American 
consumer, food prices are increasingly 
determined by a world rather than 
domestic market. If world demand 
pushes up prices, Americans must pay 
too. 
Another encouraging segment of the 


trade figures is finished manufactures, 
especially of heavy, capital items. In 
1972, finished manufactures showed a 
net trade deficit of $1 billion. In 1973, a 
$1 billion surplus showed up. 
Since the third quarter of 1973 the 
surplus in this area has been growing, 
and during the first three months of 
this year was at an annual rate of $6.1 
billion. 
Aided by a dollar devaluation that 
Morgan Guaranty puts at 19 per cent in 
about four years, U.S. trade strength 
actually has improved except for that 
big but — oil. 
All by itself oil is tipping the balance of 
trade, and not nearly so much because 
of its volume as its price.

Dear Mrs. L.: 
The sensation you describe of sudden 
rapid palpitation of the heart is indeed 
frightening to all of those who have 
experienced it. The breathlessness and 
faint feeling that almost always ac­ 
company it adds to the anxiety. 
Your doctor’s assurance that there is 
no basic heart disease or heart 
damage should be assuring. Yet when 
an attack does occur all logical 
reasoning seems momentarily to 
disappear. 
Normally, the rate of the heart is 
controlled by a central “switchboard.” 
The beat is regular and varies only 
with exercise or unusual activity. 
Sometimes, the “ switchboard” is 
temporarily thrown out of gear, and 
tachycardia results. This simply 
means an abnormal rapidity of the 
heartbeat. There are many things that 
can contribute to this. Among them are 
severe emotional pressure, excessive 
tobacco, large quantities of caffeine in 
coffee or in tea. toxic reactions to 


drugs, overmedication with nose 
drops, some diet pills, and overin­ 
dulgence in food and alcohol. 
The basic cause of tachycardia must 
be tracked down if repeated attacks 
are to be avoided. There are now a 
number of excellent drugs which can 
reduce the frequency, the severity and 
the duration of attacks of tachycardia. 


I am studying biology and I would 
like to know if tetanus and tetany are 
the same or are related to each other 
Miss R P., Ore. 
Dear Miss P.: 
I am always delighted when I hear 
from my young readers who express 
their interest in biology, physiology, 
and the sciences. 
The wonders of the body are 
limitless. When young people are in­ 
volved in learning more about the 
human body they tend to respect good 
health and maintain it. 
Tetanus and tetany are two totally 
different problems. Tetanus, or “lock 
jaw,” is an acute infectious disease 
caused by the germ, clostridium 
tetani. It enters the body through a 
contaminated wound. 
Tetany is a spasm of the muscles of 
the hands and feet, caused by chemical 
imbalance in the blood, and by 
disorders of the tiny parathyroid 
glands in the neck.

Biffy Graham Raps 
Tape Transcripts 


March Organizes 
Labor Headquarters 


NEW VORK (A P) - The Rev. Billy 
Graham says the transcripts of 
President Nixon’s conversations about 
Watergate are “ profoundly disturb­ 
ing.” 
“ One cannot but deplore the moral 
tone implied in these papers,” Graham 
said Tuesday, ending a three-week 
silence about the released texts he had 
imposed until he had time to examine 
them himself. 
A long-time personal friend and 
spiritual adviser to President Nixon, 
Graham said that “ what comes 
through in these tapes is not the man I 
have known many years. Other mutual 
friends have made the same ob­ 
servation.” 
But the evangelist said Nixon remains 
“ my friend, and I have no intention of 
forsaking him now. Nor will I judge 
him as a man in totality on the basis of 
these relatively few hours of con­ 
versation under such severe pressure. 
“ But I would be neither his friend nor 
God’s servant if I did not point out the 
righteousness of God’s demands at 
such a time as this.” 
Graham telephoned his statement 
from his Montreat, N.C., home. 


Graham said he last had spoken with 
Nixon about three weeks ago by 
telephone while conducting a crusade 
in Phoenix, Ariz. 


He said he since has spent several 
days reading the White House-released 
text, and had “thought about it and 
prayed about it” before issuing his 
statement. 


“ I just wish the whole thing had never 
happened,” he said. 
“ We have lost our moral compass. We 
must get it back.” 
Although “ we know that other 
presidents have used equally ob­ 
jectionable language—it does not 
make it right. 'Thou shalt not take the 
name of the Lord thy God in vain’ is a 
commandment which has not been 
suspended, regardless of any need to 
release tensions.” 
Graham did not mention the Rev. 
John McLaughlin, a Jesuit priest on 
Nixon’s White House staff who has 
defended the President’s use of 
profanity as an outgrowth of a need to 
release tensions. But he used virtually 
the same words, and in doing so 
disputed Mcl^aughlin. 


GM To Fix 
Overheating 
Small Autos 


DETROIT (A P) — General Motors 
says it is responsible for engine 
damage caused by overheating in up to 
1.3 million Chevrolet Vegas and will 
make needed repairs free of charge. 
Every Vega the company has made is 
involved in GM’s offer. 
At the same time, the auto giant 
disputed on Tuesday a report by the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration that 441,000 GM cars 
might have a defect that could cause 
accelerators to jam. GM said it did not 
consider the problem, involving 1965* 
1968 Buicks and 1970 Cadillacs, “ safety 
related.” 
The auto maker said it would offer the 
Vega repairs to owners who have 
driven their cars less than 50,000 miles 
and have not abused the vehicles. Nor­ 
mally the subcompact’s aluminum 
engine carries a 12-month, 12,000-mile 
warranty. 
The Vega was introduced in 1970. 
GM said the Vega engine is more 
susceptible to damage caused by 
overheating than conventional cast­ 
iron engines because aluminum does 
not stand up to extreme heat as well. 
Overheating could warp the engine 
block and cylinders, requiring hun­ 
dreds of dollars in repairs, a Chevrolet 
spokesman said. He declined to 
estimate how much the firm expected 
to spend on the repairs. 
The safety administration said a 
potential defect in two brackets in 
engine mounts of 1965-1968 Buick 
Electra 225s and Wildcats and 1970 
Cadillacs with cruise control, except 
El Dorados, could cause the accel­ 
erators to jam.

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Decision Delayed 
On M ilk Hearing 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
The 
Agriculture Department says no 
decision has been made on a request 
for a public hearing on a proposal to 
set a minimum price floor to compute 
the price of milk sold under federal 
marketing orders. 
A spokesman said Tuesday no action 
had been taken on the request by the 
National Federation of Milk Producers 
and that no announcement is likely 
until late this week at the earliest. 
The proposal, filed by the federation 
with USDA on May IO, calls for a floor 
of $8.15 per IOO pounds to be used in a 
formula based on the price of milk sold 
for manufacturing dairy products in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
Under the formula, the socalled “M- 
W” price series is used as a basis for 
setting minimum prices of Class I or 
bottling-grade milk in federal mar­ 
keting orders. The formula uses an M- 
W price average of two months earlier, 
meaning that Class I minimums now in 
effect are based on M-W averages for 
March. 
Two months ago, M-W manufacturing 
milk 
averaged 
$8.15 
per 
hun­ 
dredweight. But the April average, 
which will be used for setting Class I 


formula price minimums in June, 
dropped to $7.73 per hundredweight, 
meaning that Class I producers will be 
guaranteed less next month. 


The federation asked that the March 
rate of $8.15 be set as a floor beginning 
June I and lasting through March 31, 
1975, the close of the current milk mar­ 
keting year. The hearing was asked to 
talk over the proposal. 
Federation officials also asked, as 
they have before, that Agriculture 
Secretary 
Earl 
L. 
Butz 
use 
his 
authority to raise the federal price 
support of manufacturing-grade milk 
to 90 per cent of parity from the 
current level of 80 per cent. 


That would have the effect of boosting 
manufacturing milk supports from 
$6.57 per hundredweight now to $7.47 
per IOO pounds. The higher guarantees 
are needed, says the federation, to 
forestall 
any 
further 
financial 
squeezes on dairy farmers. 
In its current newsleter to members, 
the milk federation says its proposal 
for a 90 per cent level has picked up 
support from a number of members of 
Congress who have written Butz to 
take quick action. 


Legislative Report

Ohio will soon have a law regulating 
abortions. The House concurred in 
Senate amendments to its bill and it 
now goes to the Governor for his 
signature. 
The 
bill 
gives 
Ohio 
its 
first 
regulations concerning abortion since 
the United States Supreme Court ruled 
unconstitutional many states 
anti­ 
abortion laws in January of 1973. 
Major provisions of the abortion bill 
include: 
Prohibition against court-ordered 
abortions. Parental or guardian 
consent is required before a minor 
could obtain an abortion. Consent of 
the mother required before any 
abortion can be performed. 
Provides protection for any fetus 
that may be bom alive during the 
course of an abortion by requiring that 
under penalty of law all steps must be 
taken to insure that life be sustained, 
all hospitals would be permitted to 
refuse to perform an 
abortion. 
Provides that medical personnel who 
refuse to take part in an abortion 
operation cannot be reprimanded. A 
ban against the use of local or state 
funds for abortion not performed to 
save the live of the mother. Technical 
and administrative regulations will be 
written by the Ohio Public Health 
council. The regulations will be 
restricted 
to 
post-operative 
procedures, reporting of abortions, 
counseling of patient, and disposal of 
the fetus. 


June 3, is the deadline for Ohio 
senior citizens to file for a Homestead 
Tax 
Exemption. 
Presently, 
Homestead Exemptions applications, 
which are filed with various county 
auditors, must be made annually. 
Over 200,000 of Ohio’s homeowners 
age 65 and over are receiving an 
estimated $33 million in real property 
tax relief on their 1973 tax bills. The 
average annual property tax reduction 
for 1973 under the exemption was $129 
per homestead. 
President Sees 
Better Econom y 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon sent Congress Tuesday a special 
economic report predicting that the 
surge in inflation should subside to 
about seven per cent in the last quarter 
of this year. 
In the past three months the cost of 
living increase has been at an annual 
rate of 12.1 per cent, the highest level 
since 1951. 
The President, following up on a 
weekend radio address, told Congress 
he sees “signs of improvement” in the 
economic outlook and added: 
“Although the recent events are not 
conclusive they tend to strengthen the 
expectation that in the remainder of 
this year, output will be rising more 
rapidly, prices will be rising much less 
rapidly and the unemployment rate, 
while it will probably rise further, will 
not reach a very high point before it 
recedes.” 
Class Action 
Ruling Given 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The SuDreme 
Court ruled Tuesday that plaintiffs in 
so-called class actions suits, used 
increasingly in recent years by en­ 
vironmental and consumer groups, 
must individually notify at their own 
expense each member of the class on 
whose behalf they are suing. 
The court agreed in substance with the 
findings of the U.S. Circuit Court in 
New York, which specialists in class 
action suits have said would put almost 
insurmountable obstacles in their 
path. 
Justice William O. Douglas, dissen­ 
ting in part from the court’s decision, 
said the class action suit “is one of the 
few legal remedies the small claimant 
has against those who command the 
status quo.” 


To be eligible, homeowners must 
become 65 years of age or older 
sometime during 1974, reside in the 
homestead, and earn with their 
spouse, not more than $10,000 an­ 
nually. Persons with incomes of more 
than $10,000 per year are not eligible 
for the tax exemption at this time, and 
the income figure covers income from 
all 
sources 
including 
pension 
payments and Social Security benefits. 
Funds to finance the Homestead 
Exemption come in large part from 
the state’s personal income tax and the 
counties are reimbursed by the 
Auditor of State for the total amount of 
the tax reduction.

The center is developing a digital 
computer system to let many more 
high-speed combatants take part at 
once to add more realism to the ex­ 
ercises, Henderson said.

Principals of the state’s secondary 
and elementary schools, through their 
respective lobbyists, would be just as 
happy to see the issue carried over 
until the legislature meets again next 
year. 
Rep. Sam Speck, R-95 New Concord, 
introduced the measure following a 
U.S. Supreme Court decision (Lopez V. 
Williams) which said in effect that 
students are entitled to due process 
and may not be summarily expelled or 
suspended without a hearing. 
There have been similar rulings by 
state courts as well, including one in 
Lucas County. 
Speck introduced the bill April 18, 
1973, but it wasn’t recommended by 
the House Judiciary Committee until 
two weeks ago. Speck said that time

The bill provides prior notice to 
students of pending suspensions or 
expulsions. It allows emergency

The state associations of secondary 
and elementary principals stated their 
objections in a letter that went out last 
week to their members throughout the 
state. 
John Hall, assistant executive 
secretary of the OEA, disputed the 
principals’ claims almost point by 
point. 
To carry out “ due process” to its full 
meaning, he said, “ the students should 
have a guarantee that their academic 
standard can be maintained.” 
Hall said teachers should have the 


right to remove a student disrupting 
his class when the student is making a 
disturbance. 
“ The bill retains the right of the school 
administrator to suspend or expel 
students,” he said. 
Hall said teachers should have the 
right to demand hearings, not for the 
defense of the teacher "but to get the 
parents brought into the situation.” 
The OEA official went on to say the 
teacher needs the right to remove a 
disruptive students for two days as the 
bill provides “ without having the prin­ 
cipal throw him right back into the 
classroom.” 
Hall said “ classroom teachers should 
be able to handle serious disturbances 
and to initiate conferences set up by 
the principals which will include the 
parents.”

There have been similar rulings by 
state courts as well, including one in 
l-ucas County. 
Speck introduced the bill April 18, 
1973, but it wasn’t recommended by 
the House Judiciary Committee until 
two weeks ago. Speck said that time 
was required “to give all parties 


ample opportunity for some input.” 
The bill provides prior notice to 
students of pending suspensions or 
expulsions. It allows emergency 
removal of a student from a class by a 
teacher, adoption of rules by the state 
and local boards of education, 
prohibits imposition of academic 
penalties for expulsion or suspension 
and 
requires 
establishment 
of 
academic programs by local boards 
for students suspended more than IO 
days. 
Over denials and objections of the 
OE A, school principals claim makeup 
work for suspended or expelled 
students has “ no legal basis” and that 
provisions for hearings demanded by 
teachers are against the intent of the 
bill. 
“ The teacher may be the party at 
fault,” they say. 
The principals also assert there is no 
consideration given to state minimum 
standards for makeup work and no 
money to pay for it. 
The bill has other shortcomings, the 
principals claim, including unclear 
areas of jurisdiction. 
Hie state associations of secondary 
and elementary principals stated their 
objections in a letter that went out last 
week to their members throughout the 
state. 
John Hall, assistant executive 
secretary of the OE A, disputed the 
principals’ claims almost point by 
point. 
To carry out “ due process” to its full 
meaning, he said, “ the students should 
have a guarantee that their academic 
standard can be maintained.” 
Hall said teachers should have the 


right to remove a student disrupting 
his class when the student is making a 
disturbance. 
“ The bill retains the right of the school 
administrator to suspend or expel 
students,” he said. 
Hall said teachers should have the 
right to demand hearings, not for the 
defense of the teacher “ but to get the 
parents brought into the situation.” 
The OEA official went on to say the 
teacher needs the right to remove a 
disruptive students for two days as the 
bill provides “ without having the prin­ 
cipal throw him right back into the 
classroom.” 
Hall said “ classroom teachers should 
be able to handle serious disturbances 
and to initiate conferences set up by 
the principals which will include the 
parents.”

Fast-rising political newcomer Dale 
Bumpers ran away with the Arkansas 
Democratic senatorial nomination and 
ended the 30-year career of J. W. 
Fill bright, one of the leading powers in 
American foreign policy. 
The two-term Arkansas governor ran 
up almost a 2-to-l victory margin 
Tuesday over Fulbright, who has been 
chairman of the 
powerful Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee for 15 
years. 
At the same time, 73-year-old Wayne 
Morse was winning the Democratic 
senatorial nomination for a political 
comeback in Oregon. 
Morse, who like Fulbright was a 
leading Senate critic of U.S. Vietnam 
policy, will meet Sen. Robert Pack­ 
wood in the fall. Packwood, who ousted 
Morse after 24 years in the Senate in 
1968, 
was 
unopposed 
for 
the 
Republican nomination. 
In 
Kentucky, 
another 
of 
the 
Democratic new faces, Gov. Wendell 
Ford, won the party’s nomination to 
challenge Republican Sen. Marlow 
Cook in November. Both scored easy 
victories over token primary op­ 
position. 
Just four years ago, Bumpers was a 
school board member and city at­ 
torney in Charleston, Ark., a town of 


1,500. But in 1970 he upset former six- 
term Gov. Orval E. Faubus in the 
Democratic primary and went on to 
oust incumbent Republican Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller. 
He won re-election in 1972. 
Both Fulbright and Bumpers said they 
were surprised at the size of Bumpers* 
win. 


Bumpers, 48, had called for new 
leadership in Washington to deal with 
problems such as inflation, energy, 
federal spending and post-Watergate 
political clean-up. Fulbright stressed 
his seniority and experience, but at 69 
said he would “cheerfully accept” 
retirement if that was the voters’ 
verdict. 


With 2,626 of the state’s 2,786 precincts 
reporting, Bumpers had 345,801 votes, 
or 65 per cent, to Fulbright’s 187,718, or 
35 per cent. 
Morse, who was voted out at the height 
of his anti-Vietnam war effort, used 
the related theme of usurpation of con­ 
stitutional power by the President, but 
said “the numbers of us opposed to it 
are increasing.” 
With 1,647 of the 2,514 Oregon 
precincts reporting, Morse had 89,211 
votes, or 49.2 per cent, compared to 
71,604, or 39.5 per cent, for his chief 
opponent in the four-way race, state 
Senate President Jason Boe. 
New Impeachment 
Subpoena Set

- Despite 
President Nixon’s refusal to provide 
any more Watergate evidence, the 
House

Committee 
is 
preparing to subpoena more tapes. 
Meanwhile, 
Judiciary 
Committee 
Republicans were advised by the staff 
Tuesday to seek congressional author­ 
ization to go to court for a judgment 
upholding the panel’s right to sub­ 
poena evidence from Nixon. 
Both Democrats and Republicans, 
meeting in separate party caucuses 
Tuesday, decided to support a request 
by Special Counsel John M. Doar for a 
new subpoena at a Judiciary Com­ 
mittee meeting Thursday. 
Bipartisan support also is expected at 
the meeting for a letter notifying Nixon 
he has failed to comply with a previous 
subpoena and calling his attention to 
the constitutional authority on which 
the committee’s impeachment inquiry 
is based. 
A party split is shaping up over two 
other issues due to be considered at the 
meeting-— whether the committee 
should receive evidence in open or 
closed hearings, and whether it should 
make public much of the evidence it 
has received. 
In a related development, Watergate 
special 
prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski 
asked a federal judge to turn over 
portions of a 
White 
House 
tape 
previously withheld from him, saying 
he had evidence that Nixon may have 
discussed with aides the use of the 
Internal Revenue Service to harass 
political enemies. 
And, Nixon’s chief Watergate lawyer 
says he will advise the Supreme Court 
Thursday that a dispute over tapes 
taken to the court by Jaworski should 
be decided first by the U. S. Court of 
Appeals. 
At their caucus, Judiciary Committee 
Democrats generally supported both 
open hearings and release of evidence 
on hand, while Republicans opposed 
them, for fear, said one, of jeopar­ 
dizing pending trials of Watergate 
defendants. 


Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J., said he thought there would be at 
least one public hearing next week. 
The committee resumes its closed 
sessions today; Rodino hopes to wind 
up the presentation of evidence 
relating to Watergate. 
At the Republican caucus, a staff 
memorandum said a bill, similar to 
that authorizing the Senate Watergate 
committee’s suit, would be “the surest 
way for the committee to have its day 
in court.” 
Rodino opposes going to court on the 
subpoena issue on the ground that the 
Constitution gives the House sole 
power of impeachment. 
The committee has issued three 
previous subpoenas. In response to the 
first one, requesting tapes, it got edited 
transcripts. The last two were rejected 
by Nixon in a letter last week that said 
future subpoenas for W atergate 
material would be rejected. 
The committee sent Nixon a letter 
after receiving the transcripts telling 
him he had failed to comply with the 
subpoena. With reluctance on the part 
of some members, it apparently will 
take no sterner action this time.
